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The Jap, that big muscular Shibuya Jugiro, 
who, in a fit of rage, stabbed to death one of 
his countrymen, was to come next. The flag 
of death for him was red. It was believed 
that the taking of the foriegner to the chair 
would be a hard task, and that there would be 
such ascene in the death chamber as the 
jaunty warden, who talked of killing men as 
he would of beheading chickens for his Sun- 
day dinner, could not forget as long as he 
lived. The Jap had queer ideas about death. 
He believed that when he was taken to that 
mysterious room beyond, he was to be tortured. 
He had said, as well as he could, that he would 
fight before he would sitin that chair. 

THE RED FLAG—THE JAP IS NO MORE. 

The displacement of the wires or of the har- 
ness, caused by a struggle, would mean tor- 
ture. The watchers anxiously looked up at 
the pole on the roofto see thered flag an- 
nounce the death of Jugiro. It was long in 
coming. That fact savored of a struggle. It 
was over presently. The law had been carried 
out tothe letter, and the red flag went up. 
The Jap died at 6:06 o’clovk. - The entire time 
consumed in executing the four men was one 
hour, twenty-three and one-half minutes. The 
mistakes of electrical experts which made the 
execution of Kemmler,in the jail a failure, 
were carefully avoided today. The causes of 
the accidents and delays at Auburn were 
known to the warden at Sing Sing, and they 
had been anticipated in the arrangements for 
the execution of the four men who were to be 
put to death during this week. 

The tested voltage of the dynamos had been 
brought up to 3,000, while the estimated volt 
age which was turned into Kemmler's body 
was only 750. The weakness of the current at 
Kemmler’s execution was chargeable in part 
to the slipping of the belts on the dynamos, 
and special precautions had been taken to 
avoid this today. 

The dynamo wsed was a Westinghouse, a 
counterpart of the machine used at Auburn, 
but it was supplemented by a smaller dynamo, 
intended to augment the current. 

The armangement of the apparatus for test- 
ing the strength of the current was clumsy at 
Auburn, soimperfect that through the neg- 
lect of one electrician, the incandescent lamps 
used to test the voltage were left burning 
and absorbed the greater part of the current 
when it was turned into the body of the con- 
demned man. Here at Sing Sing, the switch 
controlling the electric current was so arranged 
that the motion that turned the current into 
the wire running to the executing chair turned 
it away from the incandescent lights and 
other devices for measuring its strength. 

A WITNESS’ STORY. 

One of the witnesses briefly tells the story of 
the execution as follows: 

“About 4 o’clock the witnesses and jurors 
were let into thedeath chamber. The experts 
had previously examined everything and said 
they were satisfied the machinery of death 
would work successfully. At 4 o’clock Slo- 
cum walked into the deathroom, accompanied 
by Father Creeden. He seemed to be making 
a tremendons effort to keep his composure. 
He had received Father Creeden’s last offices 
and had declared himself ready todic. He 
was then firmly strapped into the chair and 
the death current applied. Death was in- 
stantaneous.~ There was a sudden contraction 
of the nerves and then all was over. 

‘“‘Smiler followed next. Rev. Mr. Edgerton 
cheered him up. Before Smiler had time to 
think, he was strapped into the chair, and in 
an instant later the current of electricity was 
fiashed through him that sent him into eter- 
nity. 

‘‘The ext to follow was Wood, the negro. 
He had been worked up to a state of religious 
enthusiasm, and it was while in this frame of 
mind that he was fastened into the chair and 
killed by the electric fluid. 

‘‘Jugiro was stubborn to the last. There was 
the usual ferocious look on his face. He was 
closely guarded and short work was made of 
him.” 

There was no apparent hitch in the four ex- 
ecutions and they were pronounced a success. 
The death of the four men appeared to the 
observer to be painless. Death came like a 
flash. It was one awful shock and then ob 
livion. The doctors took charge of the four 
bodies immediately -after death and began an 
autopsy to discover, as far as possible, how 
rapid had been the killing and the precise 
effect produced. Witnesses were besieged by 
reporters as soon as they made their appear- 
ance from the prison. <All of them refused to 
say anything, however, except that the exe- 
cution had passed off without any hitch and 
had beena success, from.a scientific stand- 
point, 

Warden Brown had laid a strict injunction 
of secrecy upon them alland had evidently 
made such an impression on their minds that 
they were loath to talk. 

The approximate time of the turning on of 
the current in each case was: Slocum, 4:40; 
S miler, 5:10; Wood, 5:30; Jugiro, 6:05. 

HOW NEWS WAS OBTAINED. 

Warden Brown had declined to permit 
representatives of press associations to have 
access to the execution chaimber, either as wit- 
nesses or assistants, and it was known several 
days before the execution took place that ac- 
counts of it which might be published must be 
obtained from the twelve citizens who had 
been invited to be present, ifthey could be 
persuaded to talk about it. Extensive prepa- 
rations had been made to handle what news 
could be obtained as rapidly as possible. 

Near the place where the temporary execu- 
tion room had been built was atrestle, running 
above a series of lime kilns. Adjoining this 
was @ small frame building of two rooms. This 
had been leased jby the prison people to the 
lime company, which sub-let it for the occasion 
of the execution to representatives of the 
press. Special wires had been strung to it, 
and operators had sat with fingers on the keys 
from midnight of Sunday, waiting for the 
signal to send news that the execution had 
taken place. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
had put extra operators in its office at the rail- 
road station not far down the track, to handle 
the reports of special correspondents. 

One of the witnesses of the electrocutions, 
whose name, for obvious reasons, cannot be 
printed, gave the following account of the 
occurrences in the death chamber. 

SLOCUM THE FIRST ONE. 

When the witnesses had gathered in the 
chamber some of them appeared very nervous, 
and all showed signs of the great strain on 
their sensibilities. Slocum had been selected 
as the first victim, and as soon as the good 
priests had finished their supplications, he 
said he was ready and stepped out of his cell 
with alacrity. 

The walk to death began. Following the 
warden and his deputy came Slocum between 
two priests, who held aloft in front of him, a 
crucifix at which he steadfastly gazed. Two 
keepers’ deputies brought up the rear of the 
fateful procession.

CHARGES OF FRAUD 


ARE NOW MADE IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE MOSES FAILURE. 


TRANSFERS OF PROPERTY QUESTIONED. 


The Big Crash Pulls Down Other Con- 
cerns With It—The Losses 
Severely Felt. 


*Montcomery, Ala., July 7.—{Special.}— 
The developments in the Moses Bros., failure 
today tend towards the sensational. 

A number of the depositors, ascertaining 
that the late firm had during the past few days 
transferred valuable city real estate and other 
property to certain banks and creditors, have 
filed through counsela bill in chancery to 
have the transfers declared void and to cause 
the property conveyed thereby to be scheduled 
in the assets of the defunct firm forthe equal 
benefit of all creditors alike. 

The real estate conveyed and which it is 
sought to recover for the benefit of all credit- 
ors, consists of four choice business locations 
and a desirable residence, and it is scheduled 
in the transfers at $74,000. 

Besides this, the complainants allege that a 
considerable sum of money was paid on July 
4th to one of the leading banks of 
the city to secure a debt of about 
thirty-five thousand doMars due that bank by 
Moses Bros. The bill prays that this 
bank be called to account for the money 
alleged to have been paid, and that the court 
order the same included in all the assets of the 
firm for the equal benefit of all creditors. 

“The attorneys of the individuals to whom 
the transfers of real estate have been made, 
state that the transfers are the result of nego- 
tiations which have been pending fer several 
weeks and that the purchase wasin no man- 
ner connected with any indebtedness due by 
the defunct firm. In the instance of the trus- 
teo to whom certain proper ty was ¢ransferred, 
it is stated that the trust is for the benefit of 
the banks of the city who advanced 
about eéighteen thousand dollars to 
the defunct firm to tide it over the 
first three days of July, and which the mem- 


|, bers of the firm promised to secure when they 


obtained thefavors. The security was not given 
until the evening of the 3d, when,*after a 
consultation,it was found{that $60,000 tendered 
by the banks of the city would not sawe Moses 
Bros. from going to the wall. The bank which 
is alleged to have received a large sum of money 
from the late firm on the 4th it is said received 
no such sum, and that the embarrassed firm was 
not indebted to the bank except in the amount 
it contributed to tide Moses Bros. through 
the lst, 2d and 3d, which sum is secured by 
the property had in trust. 

There is no means of ascertaining the assets 
and liabilities of the suspended bank until the 
schedule of their property is completed. It is 
stated that they did not take off a trial balance

PHILADELPHIA, July 7.~—The Enquirer to- 
morrow will contain an interview with Sena- 
tor Quay. When asked whether he had read 
the recent address of the independents, he re- 
plied ;: 

“Oh, yes, Ihave read it, and I would just 
like to say, in the most emphatic manner, that 
so far as it refers to me itis false from begin- 
ning toend.

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AFTER THE TERRIFIC WIND. 


The Damage Done in and Around Galves-— 


ton—Cyclones in Mississippi. 

GaLvzEsTon, Tex., July 7.—The storm which 
raged here Saturday night and Sunday culmi- 
nated Sunday evening, abont 9 o’clock. A 
driving southwest wind, aceompanied by heavy 
rain, caused much of the lower portion of the 
city jto: become practically inundated. At 7 
o’clock the wind reached the velocity of fifty- 
five miles per hour. The electric light plant 
was useless, and darkness, added to the furies 
of the storm, made anything like travel im- 
possible, and caused many to fear a repetition 
of the great storm and flood of 1885. All 
street railway service was abandoned. The 
worst damage done was along the gulf beach, 
where the terrific force of the surf carried 
away almost everything within its reach. 

The breakwater in front of Beach hotel was 
completely wrecked and destroyed. Electric 
fallway tracks were undermined and carried on 
shore. 

... SHE DAMAGE AJ BAST SHORE. 

At the East Shore end, which is extremely 
low and flat, the heavy sea did much damage. 
Buildings were damaged and in many instances 
the occupants were compelled to asvend to the 
second floor to avoid the water. On the bay 
side of the city, inthe east end, small boats 
were called into requisition for travel,- but 
boating was dangerous, and but few attempted 
to get about in that way. 

SAVED BY THE LIFE STATION. 

Occupants of Pagodas and many other beach 
resorts had to be assisted here by means of life 
saving lines. Throughout the city houses 
were blown down and steps and stgirs:were 
carried away. Several people were injured, one 
house being blown over by the furious blast be- 
fore the inmates escaped, one of whom was 
seriously injured. People were blown against 
houses and fences, and fractured arms were 
the results in several cases. 

The scene along the beach beggars descrip- 
tion. A mass of twisted poles, timber piles 
and debris occupies the attention of an army 
of workmen ay. 

Taken allinall, it was the most disastrous 
storm which Galveston has seen’ for years, 
and it will take thousands of dollars to repair 
the damage. 

THE DAMAGE AT BATON ROUGE. 

Baton Rover, La., Juiy 7.—The damage 
by yesterday’s cyclone is even greater than at ; 
tirst supposed. In this city proper the loss is 
estimated at not less thar? two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The board of control estimates 
the loss at the penitentiary at $50,000. Houses 
in the track of the storm are unroofed and in 
several instances completely demolished. The 
only citizens known thus far to have been in- 
jured are Mrs. Colton and Mrs. Young. 

Cyclones in Mississippi, 

New Orceaxs, La., July 7.—A Times 
Democrat Brookhaven, Miss., special says: 
Yesterday morning about 6 o’clock the south- 
western portion of the county was visited by a 
destructive cyclone, demolishing houses and 
fences and upsetting trees. Nearly all the 
houses on the following places were destroyed 
and a number of persons injured: Amos 
Hodges, David Reeves, Samuel Chandler and 
McNavis’s logging camp. There oue man was 
killed and three wounded. 

Another cyclone passed twelve miles east of 
this place at 10 o’ciock, doing great damage, 
but no details have been received. 

A Madison, Miss., special says: A cyclone 
struck this place about 11 o’clock yesterday. 
It was preceded by a fearful rumbling sound 
that came from the southeast. Disagters are 
reported as follows: H. E. McKay’s pianta- 
tion, destroying negro cabins; killed Wesley 
Young, colored, and wounded/several others. 
Dr. J. H. McKay's building was wrecked. The 
sterm then passed across the railroad, levelin 
telegraph poles. The residences of Glascoc 
and Brown were the first reached in town. Both 
houses were wrecked and much of the furni- 
ture destroyed and stock injured. The Presby- 
terian church and school buildings were com- 
pletely swept away, and on A. M. Jones's 
place outstanding buildings were destroyed 
and stock injured. Trees, orchards and shrub- 
bery were ruined. Passing out of town to the 
northwest, the cyclone completely destroyed 
two colored churches and the residence of 
Handy Lee, colored.

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BROWN, WHO ASSAULTED ALADY AT 
RACE POND, y 


Is Riddled by Bullets from Guns of Infuriated 
Citizens—The Lynching Took 
* ‘Place at Blackshear. 


BiAcksHEAR, Ga., July 7.—[{Special.]}—Rob- 
ert Brown, the negro who was lodged in the 
county jail here Sunday charged with a crim- 
inal assault upon the person of Mrs. Dicey 
Oberry, a respectable white woman, was early 
this morning taken from the jail by an armed 
mob of determined men and lynched in the 
reguiation style. 

The crime for which Brown forfeited his life 
was committed in the lower portion of this 
county, near Fort Mudge. 

Mrs. Oberry and her daughter, a girl about 
sixteen*years old, were returning home from 
the station when Brown met them. He first 
attempted an assault upon the daughter, and 
failing in this assaulted the mother. 

Shortly after midnight a body of about one 
hundred armed and determined men quietly 
entered town and were quickly divided into 
four squads, one of which proceeded to the 
residence of Sheriff Davis, forcing 
an entrance into his sleeping 
apartments and securing possession of his keys. 

The keys secured, they quickly returned to 
the jail where the others had proceeded, taking 
the guards on duty there completely by sur- 
prise, and rendering resistance useless. 

The fiend secured, they quietly proceeded 
out of town to the Baxley branch. The negro 
was tied in a standing position to a small tree, 
the mob forming a circle facing him, and at 
the command of the leaders his body was lit- 
erally riddled with bullets. His chest re- 
minded one of a pepper box, socompletely was 
it riddled. 

The only regret that your correspondent has 
heard expressed is that the mob did not carry 
the negro back to the scene of the crime to do 
their work, rather than forcing the odium that 
naturally attaches to an affair of the kind 
upon this community. 

Many parties have been out to the scene of 
the lynching during the day. It is the gen- 
eral verdict that the negro deserved the pun- 
ishment meted out to him.

It was decided that the meeting should be 
held on the university campus, and that the 
gospel tent should be removed to the ball 
ground on the campus in order to provide a 
suitable place for the exercises. 

It is generally understood that the farmers 
will bring baskets along from home and that 
there will be a great basket dinner. 

The citizens determined to supple- 
ment these with as much extra food as 
would be necessary. Refreshing ice water 
and lemonade stands will be erected on the 
campus to quench the thirst. : 

It is thought that the cars of the electric 
street railway will be chartered for that day in 
order to afford a free ride to all visitors, and 
show them the growing city of Athens. 

A crowd of at least ten, if nottwenty, thonu- 
sand people is expected, as thisis the rallying 
point for all of eastern Georgia. 

A committee of citizens was appointed to act 
in conjunction with the alliance committee 
in securing reduced rates on the railroads. 

The citizens through their reception commit- 
tee will meet the distinguished orators and 
ofticers of the alliance at the depot with a most 
elegant band and escort them to the hotels. 

Mayor E. T. Brown will deliver the address 
of welcome in behalf of the city. 

Athens will simply outdo herselfin regard 
to eg ance and convince the alliancemen 
that they are holding their rallyin the home 
of their friends.

Stephens'’s High School. 

CRAWFORDVILLE, Ga., July 6.—{Special.]—We 
are in the midst of the commencement exercises 
of Stephens’s high school, located at this place, 
and presided over by Professor J. Frank Little 
and his accomplished assistants. “Liberty Hall,” 
the home of that great commoner, Alexander H. 
Stephens, and one of Georgia’s historic spots, is 
now the property of a corporation of gentlemen 
who are perpetuating the illustrious statesman’s 
name in a first-class high schoolfor the useful 
training of the youth of Georgia. The number of 
pupils in attendance the present term has reached 
nearly one hundred, notwithstanding the unpre- 
cedented drawback experienced from the pres- 
ence of measels and whooping cough. The prin- 
cipal, with bis family, occupy “Liberty Hal” as 
their home, which contains many nfute memorials 
of the dead statesman, among which are the fur- 
niture and fixtures of his sleeping apartment, just 
as when he occupied it. In the hail are suspended 
large engravings of himseif and his lise-long 
friend, General Rovert Toombs, made in 18, 
when these distinguished Georgians were in the 
zenith of their fame—the one the most eloquent 
member of the house, and the other in the senate of 
the United States. In the lawn, just in front of the 
residence and within a neat enclosure sleeps all 
that is mortal of that wonderful man, Alexander 
Hamilton Stephens. Almost opposiie his grave 
and within fifty yards, stands the Methodist 
church, the ground occupied by which was do- 
nated by him, besides a generous contribution to 
help in its erection. Just outside the lawn is the 
Baptist church which is more pretentious, and 
between the two edifices stands the building 
known as “Stephens’s high school.” The associa- 
tions which thrust themselves upon one who sits 
in the broad verandas or wanders about the clean- 


shaven walks and lawns of this historic home are 
eminently those of learning and religion. On 
yesterday the commencemen\ sermon was 
ponenes 1 Ragth Ellison R. Cook pastor of the 
parta Methodist church.

Not many could write famous 
books, but ail could make their contributions to 
the “Book of Acts,”’ in which each actor would be 
a victor. No audience ever accorded a preacher 
more earnest attention, and all who him 
were charmed and instructed by him.

THE ELECTROCUTIONS. 


walked into the room where the silence of 
death prevailed. They had but a few steps to 
take, The chair was directly in their front. 
As the leaders parted the chair stood out in all 
of its awfulness before the man about to sit in 
it and die. 

Slocum halted at the warden’s command, 
just on the edge of the rubber mat which was 
to protect those who were watching his life go 
out. The doomed man’s gaze was riveted on 
the chair. Then it wandered to the dangling 
wire and the closet from which it was sus- 
pended. Back to the chair it came, like a 
needle to a magnet, and he started as though 
he had received a shock from the wire when 
the warden began reading the death warrant, 
while the reverend men engaged in silent 
prayer. 

The witnesses were grouped to the left of the 
chair. The scientists stood in front of the 
switchboard watching the current, which they 
read like a book as it flashed in the lamps and 
through the recording instruments. 

IN THE DEATH CHAIR, 

The executioner was heard torise from his 
chair in the closet and place himself ready to 
do his duty. 

With an attempt ata smile, Slocum seated 
himself in the chair.and leaned his head back 
against the rubber rest as though he was 
simply preparing to be shaved. The forced 
smileremained on his face, and as Fathers 
Creeden and Lynch took up positionsin front 
of him he again directed his gaze at the cross 
while Connaughton began to fasten the straps. 
Slocum’s eyes were clear and he appeared . to 
be in perfect physical condition. He took his 
eyes from the cross long enough to aid Deputy 
Warden Connaughton in his task and then 
until the shield was placed on his face, his 
lips moved in prayer as he looked fixedly at 
the cross, 

The straps crossed and re-crossed his body, 
and his legs were tightly bound tothe foot 
rest. Then his arms were fastened and Slocum 
could no longer move a muscle. Finally an 
oddly arranged setof straps that bound his 
chair in one position and covered his eyes was 
put in place. 

Now Drs. MacDonald and Rockwell and 


Professor Laudy approached to attach the elec- "|. 


trodes. The positive electrode was placed on 
Slocum’s head, the same asin the Kemmler 
electrocution. The negative electrode was 
attached, to the right leg, his trousers having 
been rolled up for this purpose before Slocum 
was bound in the chair. 

When the electrodes had been satisfactorily 
adjusted andthe wires atta¢éhed, the three 
scientists glanced at the switchboard and said 
that the current was steady and registered 
1,600 volts. 

Drs. McDonald and Rockwell then stood on 
either side of the chair. Other physicians 
among the witnesses drew near, while the lay- 
men stood back as though not sure of their 
nerves. Drs. Daniels, Southwick and Ward 
took especial interest in these preliminaries, 
and, with watch in hand, awaited the signal. 

Warden Durston, of Auburn prison, stood 
alongside of Warden Brown and offered sug- 
gestions. All this had taken Jess time than it 
bas to tellit. Professor Laudy’s hand grasped 
the handle of the switch which turned the 
current into the wires in the electrocutioner’s 
closet. 

LIKE THE LIGHTNING’S FLASH. 

Warden Brown raised his hand and Professor 
Laudy turned the switch. Then the warden 
tapped on the closet. The unknown inside 
gave a quick pull to his rubber-covered lever. 
The electric fluid was released before the sound 
of the tap reached Slocum’s ears, and like the 
lightning’s flash it sped through his body. 

There was nota tremor of the body as the 
physician counted the seconds, and when Pro- 
fessor Laudy turned off the current Slocum sat 
rigid and lifeless in the chair. When theelec- 
trodes were removed it was discovered that the 
skujland fiesh of the leg had been slightly 
burned, but there wasno smell of roasting 
flesh, such as made the Kemmler electrocution 
so horrible. 

The straps were unlocked and the body car- 
ried back into the rear room. 

SMILER WBHAKENS. 

Smiler did not hesitate when told that his 
hour had come, but when the death chair ap- 
peared before him he almost fell to the floor, 
his knees knocked together, and but for the 
support of his spiritual advisers he would cer- 
tainly have collapsed. 

Warden Brown quickly read the death war- 
rant and Smiler was hastily seated ‘in the 
chair. His face took ona ghastly hue; and 
Connaughton got no assistance from this victim 
in arranging the straps. 

Smiler was bound and the electrodes applied 
in a much briefer time than. for Slocum, and 
in a féw seconds Smiler, also, was dead. Some 
slight burnings under the electrodes was no- 
ticed, as in Slocum’s case. 

THE NEGRO VERY COOL. 

Wood had been prepared by Fathers Creeden 
and Lynch while Smiler was going to his 
death, and he was allready. Hé uttered no 
word when his time came. He walked to 
death supported by the priests. Wood be- 
trayed no emotion when he gazed on the chair, 
but kept his eyes fixed on thecrucifix. He 
sat down in the chair diffidently, and his bind- 
ing was accomplished so quickly thatit was 
only twenty-four minutes from Smiier’s end 
until death came to him. 

It was becoming easy to kill men. The 
witnesses displayed no emotion. There was 
nothing to cause nausea, and death came to 
its victims so quickly that it was over before 
they realized it. 

THE JAP A LITTLE STUBBORN. 

Jugiro at first refused to leave his cell, but 
when Connaughton said, ‘‘Come on, Joe, be 
brave, man,” the Jap walked out quietly. 

Two additional keepers marched one on 
each side of the Jap, while the chaplains fol- 
lowed behind the warden and his deputy. The 
Jap did not seem to comprehend the purpose 
of the’ chair and seated himself without 

rotest. ‘The keeper assisted Connaughton in 
binding the Jap and the last act was quickly 
accom plished. 

The current was allowedto remain in the 
Jap’s body about three seconds longer than 
the contact with the three others; accord- 
ingly his skull and leg were strongly marked 
by the electrodes. 

Jugiro’s body wastaken away. Six bells 
were struck asa signal to the electrician in

witnesses returned to the warden’s room. 
THE DOCTORS TALK. 

Arsany, N. Y., July 7.—Three witnesses 
from this city of the four executiuns at Sing 
Sing prison this morning arrived here tonight, 
They were Drs. MacDonald, Samuel R. Ward 
and Franklin Townsend, Jr. Dr. MacDonald 
in referring to the executions, said: 

‘The men were executed without a hitch, 
any report to the contrary notwithstanding. 
There was no confusion, nor struggling on the 
part of either of the condemned, and each 
suffered an instant and painless deatn. The 
arrangements were perfect, as was evidenced 
by the results which in themselves demon- 
strated the utility and humane method in- 
volved in killing by elecrricity. All present: 
were thoroughly satisfied with the results. I 
do not know exactly how soon I shall prepare 
my Official report on the execution.” 

“What did you find as a result of the 
autopsies ?”’ 

“T shall have nothing to say on this subject 
until after the publication of my official 
report,”’

AT RECEIVER'S SALE. 
PROPERTY OF THE AMERICAN MAR- 
BLE COMPANY CHANGES HANDS. 
A Lively Sale in Marictta—The Georgia Mar- 


ble Company and Marietta People Buy 
It—Sketch of the Property. 


Marietta, Ga., July 7.—{Specisl.J—The | 


receiver's sale of the American Marble Com- 
pany, whose plant is located north of Marietta 
about one and a half miles, on the Western 
and Atlantic and Marietta and North Georgia 
railroads, took place at the plant today, be- 
tween the hours of 10 o’clock a. m. and 4 
o’clock p. m. 

A crowd of about one hundred people, 
among whom were some prominent capitalists, 
had come to look on, or participate in the pro- 
ceedings. 

The property to be sold was divided into 
fourteen lots. 

« No. 1 was the plant proper, with al) the 
machinery and fixtures connected with it, in- 
cluding the twenty-seven acres of ground on 
which it is located. 

This was first put up for sale: “How much 
do I hear for this plant?’ said 
Mr. Manning. Sixteen thousand came 
the response from some one in 


the group where Mr. Clements, president of the 
Georgia Marble Company, stood. Then $18,000 
was soon heard to the front of Mr. Manning, 
where Mr. Francis Kendall, former president 
of the American Marble Company, was sitting 
ina chair. After greater delayin the bidding, 
which was between Mr. Kendall and Mr. 
George R. Eager, who stood next to Mr. 
Clements, Mr. Kendall’s bid of $23,600 was 
reached, and then by rapid bids, each raising 
the other $100, betweén Mr. Kendall and Mr. 
Eager, about twenty-five thousand dollars 
was reached. Mr. John R. Winters ,then 
stepped up and made a three-handed game of 
it. Afterwardit narrowed down to Messrs. 
Kendall and Eager, until knocked off to the 
latter for the sum of $25,500. 

A sand Jot in Cherokee county was then 
sold to Mr. Eager for $100; and a marble lot 
in Cherokee to Mr. Clements for $400, and 
another to him for $275. 

A marble lot in Pickens, to Mr. Eager, was 
next sold for $250, and another in Pickens to 
him for $75. 

A tract of mable land near Murphy, N. C., 
that is said to have cost $10,000, was next ex- 

osed to sale. From $3,000, at which Mr, 

endall started it, the price was soon run up 
between his and Mr. Eager’s bids, to $8,000, at 
which Mr. Kendall got the property. 

Another tract located near this in North 
Carolina was next sold to Mr. Kendall for 
$3, 100. 

Then an adjournment was had to the ware- 
house, in which all kinds of tombstones and 
monuments are kept, and for which the bid- 
ding was very interesting, as the bidder was 
allowed his choice of those remaining after his 
predecessor had chosen the one he wanted for 
his bid. 

Next came a free lunch spread by those con- 
ducting the sale, and to which the crowd pro- 
ceeded to do ful) justice in short order. 

The Total of the Sale. 


The entire property of the American Mar- 
ble Company was sold andthe entire assets 
from the same will be about seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars. The liabilities will be about 
three hundred thousand dollars. 

The property was bought by a syndicate 
composed of the Georgia Marble Company 
and some of the most prominent citizens of 
Marietta. A charter will be applied for at 
once and the new organization will begin its 
work under the most favorable conditions and 
on a much larger scale than heretofore. 

This manufacturing establishment has been 
of great benefit to Marietta as the monthly 
pay roll alone has in the past amounted to as 
much as $5,000 per month, nearly all of which 
is expended here. In the tuture it will doubt- 
less be much greater and Marietta feels much 
gratified at the bright prospects ahead. 


Shetch of the Company. 


The American Marble Company was a cor- 
poration of the state of Maine and erected 
their extensive plant in the forks between the 
Western and Atlantic and the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroads,above Marietta, about 
the year 1887. 

In July, 1887, the company filed a first mort* 
gage to secure a bond issue of $1,000,000 on 

eitr property here. On this they succeeded 
in negotiating about two hundred and seventy 
thousand dollars’ jworth of par value of the 
bonds. 

As they failed to pay their obligations on 
some of these bonds and other debts, Messrs. 
A. Y¥. Leake, John A. G. Anderson, Hender- 
sén and Austin, for themselves, and George 
R. Pulsifer, Miss Clara 8S. Pulsifer and Fred 
E. Whiting, as executors of Royal M. Pulsi- 
fer, filed their petition against the company 
on December 19, 1890, fora receiver, injunc- 
tion, etc., in which they allege that there are 
assets amounting to about one hundred and 
fifty thousand dojlars, and liabilities amount- 
-~, about three hundred thousand dollars. 

pon this Mr. George Newell was appointed 
temporary receiver and afterwards permanent, 
receiver to sell the property and wind up the 
corporation business. 

Some of the principal creditors made parties 
up to this date are: 

Mr, Francis Kendall, by bonds of the com- 
pany, $200,000.

Georgia Railroad and Banking Company, 
$8,538.70, secured by $20,000 of company’s 
bonds. 

Georgia Marble Company, $16,971.06. 

It is rumored that Mr. Eager purchased the 
property for the Georgia Marble Company 
and your correspondent tried to interview him 
on the subject, but he would say notbing. 

The Georgia Marble Company is composed 
largely of Boston capitalists, and their plant is 
located at Tate, Ga., on the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, where they do an ex- 
tensive business.

and by combining this manufacturing plant 
with that at Tate they will have the largest 
concern of its kind in the south. 

The rumor is that the plant will be contin- 
ued on 4 more extensive plan than heretofore. 


BROTHERS QUARREL, 


And a Baltimoae Firm of Wealthy Pro- 
portions Dissolves Partnership. 

BaLtImMorE, Md., July 7.—([Special.]— 
Charles Hooper has withdrawn from the firm 
of William E. Hooper & Son, heavy dealers in 
cotton, cotton duck, seins and twines. The 
business will be continued by his brothers, 
Theodore and James E. Hooper. Alcaus still 
retains his position as treasurer of the Wood- 
berry mills, a corporation with a capital of 
$1,500,000, and the whole of the stock is owned 
by the Hooper family. 

Alcaus published a notice in the papers there 
that he had severed his connection with the 
firm, and he was no longer respon- 
sible for its contracts and obligations, and he 
sent a copy of this to all the banks. This

That such aninstitution is sadly needed goes 
without saying, and any man of average intelli- 
gence cannot help admitting it, if he gives the 
subject half an hour’s consideration. It is for the 
unfortunate citizens of Georgia who need careful 
and intelligent treatment to rid them of the evil 
effects of intemperance, or never ceasjng craving 
for opiates, that I make this appeal. / 

The large number of physical and mental 
wrecks that are overcrowding the asylum 
at Milledgeville is 
that the law 
of poisonous ne g is a 
permits the sale of opium and morphine to those 
who use it to excess. What is to become of them 
when their constitutions are wrecked and minds 
diseased? 

Suppose that oo fy and friends locate a town 
and begin to build it up, and extend its territory 
and develop the resources of the surrounding 
country? We are all sober, industrious and in 
comfortable circumstances, with pleasant homes 
and happy families.’ Some one, seeing the thrift 
of the town, comes among us, and by virtue of a 
ae from the state, opens a barroom in our 
midst, 

Soon the once bright and hopeful youth is a 
penniless and physical wreck. hat is to become 
ofhim? Through the use of intoxicants this poor 
unfortunate has fallen so low that he is 
a burden to the community and to him- 
Self. He isno longer able to work for a living, 
and could not get employment if he were able, as 
drunkards are not fit persons to transact business 
of any kind. 

Some will say that be spent his substance to 

atify his depraved tastes, and no one is responsi- 

le but himself. I claim that there isa great re- 
sponsibility resting on others, and that the state 
of Georgia comes in for its full share. 

Some of the inebriate’s money went for whisky, 
of course; some of it went to the United States 

overnment for taxes; some to help pay for the 

uxurious fixtures and pictures of the barkeeper; 
some to elp pay for his elegant 
home in a fashionable quarter of the city; 
some of it went to help defray the municipal ex- 
penses of the town; to pay the salaries of the 
mayor, aldermen and policemen. A large portion 
of it goes to the state, and is used to educate the 
children of the rich and poor, white and black. 

I hold that the inebrates of the state of Georgia 
are entitied to some relief from the state, and 
state this proposition as unassailable: ‘There 
is no Class ofjmen in Georgia that pay heavier 
taxes than the whisky and beer a. &, and 
they are the only class of taxpayers but what re- 
ceive some return for their money besides misery 
and shame.” 

A man that’ drinks whisky is no criminal. He 
is not a fit subject for the penitentiary nor the 
lanatic asylum. 

The most learned and best informed medical 
authorities of the day declare that drunkenness is 
not a crime, but a disease, They not only declare

The Legislature’s Adjourned Session. 

‘The Georgia legislature, after a recess 
of'six months, will resume business to- 
day at the old stand. 

Several important matters will be dis- 
posed of during the session, but perhaps 
the most important measure will be the 
redistricting of the state under the new 
apportionment. The new basis of repre- 
sentation having been fixed at one repre- 
sentative for every 168,000 of population, 
Georgia is now entitled to eleven repre- 
sentatives, a fact which shows that the 
state continues to maintain her steady 
growth. 

Besides the redistricting business there 
will be no lack of necessary legislation 
to engage the attention of our law- 
makers, and the outlook is that the 
session will be a busy one. | 

When. the legislature was at work last 
winter it stuck to a strictly business 
schedule. The members—most of them 
allidncemen serving their first term— 
made a fine regord for conservatism, 
judgment and hard work during 
their three sessions a day. It is a 
foregone conclusion that such a body of 
workers will waste no time. They will 
get through and go home as soon as 
they have faithfully and thoroughly at- 
tended to the interests of their constitu- 
ents, and disposed of the business which 
has called them together. 

Everything points to a busy, harmoni- 


~ous and satisfactory- ‘session. 


A False Rumor. 

There are rumors in circulation at the 
north to the effect that there is yellow fever 
in Brunswick. ‘This is the season for such 
rumors in regard to the south Atlantic and 
gulf cities, and they do not amount to much. 
There is nothing malicious in their origin 
and nothing essentially damaging in their 
circulation, especially when they are as 
utterly baseless as those concerning Bruns- 
wick, 

THE CONSTITUTION received yesterday a 
telegraphic inquiry from Chicago in regard 
to the rumor, and it is able to make its de- 
nial official this morning. We print else- 
where a statement from Brunswick which 
ought to give the false rumors their quietus. 

The Chicago rumors appear to have 
originated on the board of trade, and they 
were probably employed by a few shrewd 
and unscrupulous operators to affect the 
markets. 

Our south Atlantic seaboard cities were 
never in a healthier condition than.they are 
at this season, and this is especially true of 
our Georgia ports. 


Two Cents a. Mile for Passengers. 

We printed yesterday an extract from 
The Augusta Chronicle relative to the effect 
the increase of coal rates will have in that 
city. Ourcontemporary is properly indig- 
nant because of this unjust tax levy, but 
in the course of its article, it makes these 
remarks: 

: In view of the increased coal rates, THE Con- 
STITUTION wants to get even with the trunk lines 
in Georgia by asking the railroad commission to 
reduce the passenger rate from 3 to2 cents a mile. 

We do not believe the railroads can hive at 2 
sents a mile for passengers, but we protest 
against the discrimination that raises the coal 
rates to Augusta 41 cents a ton while the rate to 
Atlanta is only inoreased 10 cents..- 

As a matter of fact, THE CoNsTITU- 
TION inaugurated the movement for a two- 
cent passenger rate long before it began 
the war on the extortionate coal tax levied 
by the transportation lines. We have 
since used the fact of the coal tax as an 
additional reason why the state should re- 
duce the passenger rate onthe trunk lines 
from 3 to 2 cents a mile; but the only rela- 
tion the extortionate coal rate bears to the 
proposition to reduce the passenger rate is 
the fact that it shows the insensibility and 
greed of the corporations, and displays the 
rapacity which characterizes their unre- 
strained dealings with the public. 

Our contemporary is of the opinion that 
the railroads cannot “‘live at 2 cents a mile 
for passengers.’’ This opinion is surely a 
mistaken one, as has been demonstrated. 
It is true that the railroads could not live 
by hauling one passenger at the rate of 
2 centsa mile; neither could THE ConstTI- 
TUTION, or The Chronicle live if it could 
dispose of only one copy of a paper which 
is the result of such elaborate and costly 
preparation. In these enterprises, it is the 
theap rates which attract patronage and 
carry the income to a profitable figure. 

' Fortunately, the people of Georgia need 
be in no donbt as to whether the trunk 
lines of Georgia can “‘live at 2 cents a mile 
for passengers.”’ The fact has been clearly 
demonstrated; it has passed beyond the 
domain of experiment. When Mr. Joseph 
M. Brown had charge of the Western and

in the passenger rate would inerease travel | 


along his line, and prove to be more profita- 
ble than the three-cent rate. He made the 


-experiment, and the readers of THe,CONSTI- 


TUTION ought to be familiar with the re- 
sult. Travel was immensely increased, and 
the income of the road from this source 
was much larger than when the three-cent 
rate was in operation. : : 

It is true that when the new lessees took 
charge of the road, they asked to be per- 
mitted to return to the three-cent rate, but it 
wasexplicitly stated that this request was 
made not because the two-cent rate was nn- 
profitable, but because they desired their 
road to be placed in a footing with other 
roads in Georgia. 


Secession in New England. 

Some of our younger readers, and some of 
our northern contemporaries, have more 
than once expressed their surprise when we 
briefly referred to the fact that secession was 
of New England origin. 

Recently, a republican paper, The Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, was appealed to for defi- 
nite information on this point, and its re- 
sponse summarizes.the facts of the case so 
fairly that it deserves to be widely read, Our 
contemporary begins with the statement 
that about the year 1795 several articles 
were published in a Connecticut newspaper 
on the growth of southern power in the gov- 
ernment, in which it was positively.declared 
that ‘‘there can be no safety to the northern 
states without a separation from the confed- 
eracy.”’ 

This fear of southern domination dis- 
turbed New England for many years. In 
1803 the federalists objected to the acquisi- 
tion of Louisiana on the ground that the 
strengthening of the south with a number 
of future states would endanger New Eng- 
land’s influence in the national councils. 
They took the position that as the constitu- 
tion was originally framed for the original 
territory embraced in the United States, the 
consent of all the states was necessary to 
render an extension of territory constitu- 
tional. They argued thus: ‘Suppose thir- 
teen men form a partnership and ten of them 
undertake to admit a new partner without 
the concurrence of the other three, would it 
not be at the option of the latter to abandon 
the partnership after so palpable an infringe- 
ment of their rights? How much more so, 
then, in the political partnership?’’ 

But the new territory was annexed, and 
the federalists remained quiet until the ad- 
mission of Louisiana as a state, when they 
made the point that it virtually dissolved the 
bonds of the union, and left the states free 
to go their way, amicably if they could, vio- 
lently if they must. 

In 1807 the embargo act was virtually nul- 
lified in New England by the refusal of 
juries to convict in cases of the miost open 
violation of the law. Joseph Story wrote 
that the disaffection in Massachusetts 
seemed to indicate a desire to dissolve the 
union.. The embargo act was repealed, but 
the subsequent war with England brought 
out more expressions in favor of secession. 
Stump speakers and newspapers referred to 
the ‘‘New England nation,’’ a New England 
flag was occasionally flaunted, and New 
England national salutes were fired. 

A little later the famous Hartford conven- 
tion was considering secession favorably 
when the termination of the war to our ad- 
vantage effectually smashed everything of 
the sort. 

Thirty years elapsed, and the anti-slavery 
excitement again brought the New England 
secessionists to the front. The Boston 
Liberator declared the federal constitution 
to be ‘‘a league with death and a covenant 
with hell.’’ In 1842 a number of persons at 
Haverhill, Mass., sent a petition to congress 
praying that measures might be taken to dis- 
solve the union peaceably. They gave as 
their reasons: ‘‘First, because no union can 
be agreeable which does not present pros- 
pects of reciprocal benefits; second, because 
avast proportion of the resources of one 
section of the union is annually drained to 
support the views and course of another sec- 
tion without any adequate return; ‘third, 
because, judging from the history of past 
nations, such a union, if persisted in, in the 
present course gf things, would certainly 
overwhelm the whole nation in utter de- 
struction.’”’ Although presented by John 
Quincy Adams, the house voted against re- 
ceiving the petition. 

Quite a large element of the abolition 
party held the view of Wendell Phillips, 
that the constitution was an impious com- 
pact between freedom and slavery, and was 
not binding. Mr. Phillips refused to rec- 
ognize it by voting under it, and would not 
practice law because he would not swear to 
support it. Up tothe outbreak of the war 
he openly advocated disunion as the only 
way to settle the question of slavery. 

These are some of the statements pub- 
lished by The Inter Ocean. The recent his- 
tory written by Henry Adams goes fully 
into the matter and gives some astonishing 
details of the movement. In fact, it is safe 
to make the broad assertion that New 
England was pretty thoroughly saturated 

with secession ideas until Daniel Webster 
threw the weight of his powerful logic and 
eloquence on the side of the union. It is 
well to remember these interesting matters 
of history. They may serve to point a moral 
or throw light upon future policies and situ- 
ations. Especially are they worthy of the 
study of the northern politicians and jour- 
nalists who are still denouncing the south’s 
‘*oreat crime of secession.”’ 


Governor Hill’s Advocacy of Silver. 

If The Albany Argus had waited seventy- 
two hours it would not have said, judging 
from its familiarity ‘‘with the public utter- 
ances and beliefs’’ of Governor Hill, that he 
did not believe in, and had never spoken a 
word in favor of, the free coinage of silver. 
It is one thing to have a loose memory as to 
the ancient history of last September, but 
quite another matter for an esteemed con- 


temporary to forget or ignore what happened 
yesterday. 

Governor Hill delivered an address at 
Geneva, N. Y., on July 4th, in the course 
of which he had this to say on the currency 
question: 

We should have a just, sound, and stahie cur- 
rency, adequate for the business interests of the 
country—the money of the constitution—gold and 
silver, not one to the detriment of the other, but 
both metals. The masses of the people have 
interest in common with the few who may desire 
to see the country suffering under the paralysis of 
hard times, and have money scarce and confined 
toa single standard. It is, of course, 
that for convenience a circulating medium, con- 
vertible into coin without loss, is always de- 
sirable. 


Perhaps The Argus will object that Gov- 
ernor Hill does not say in just that many 
words, “‘I favor the free coinage of 
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wants the double standard—a 
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displacement or detriment of silver, or silver 
to the exclusion or impairment of gold. Not 
one single standard legal tender coin, either 
of gold or of silver, but a legal tender cur- 
rency of both metals, of equal dignity and 
standing. 

Confidence in Governor Hill’s thorough 
and consistent democracy has not been im- 
paired by the adverse comments of The 
Argus. He standson the New York demo- 
cratic platform of 1874 and not on The 
Argus’ revision of 1891. 


A Democratic Celebration. 

Nothing can be more appropriate than 
Tammany’s annual celebration of the 
Fourth of July. Independence Day is es- 
sentially a democratic institution. All the 
ideas and memories that cluster around it 
are democratic. It represents a struggle for 
liberty and local self-government, and out of 
that struggle grew the great democratic re- 
public which is today the light of the world. 

Tammany’s latest celebration of the day 
was the most successful. The great hall of 
the society was packed with an enthusiastic 
audience, and the orators were at their best. 
The south was well represented, Georgia 
perhaps having the advantage of her sister 
states in this respect. The speeches of 
Senator Colquitt and Congressman Crisp 
were received with unbounded enthusiasm. 

The keynote of the meeting was struck in 
a letter that was read from Governor David 
Bennett Hill. From this document the 
meeting took its cue, and the celebration 
became a democratic love feast. As a spec- 
imen of strong, simple and unadulterated 
democrcy, Governor Hill’s letter is worth 
reproducing here. He wrote: 

The country has not forgotten the service ren- 
dered by Tammany hall at its Fourth of July ex- 
ercisés a year ago, when the very principles of 
American government were being threatened 
with subversion by the arbitrary and partisan 
majority which had possession of both houses of 
congress. That was atime for patriotic men who 
believed in maintaining the simplicity and integ- 
rity of our political system to make shemselves 
heard against the danger which was imminent. 
Over the renascent south, struggiing by gigantic 
industrial and commercial effort to free herself 
from the poverty, the desolation and distress left 
by the great civil conflict, absorbed earnestly and 
hopefully in solving for herself and the nation the 
tremendous social problems which confront her 
people, hung the dark shadow of a military des- 
potism threatened by the force bill, bringing dis- 
couragement to commercial enterprise, rekindling 
sectional animosities, denying to states the rights 
which they have held fora century, and carrying 
no justification save the perpetuation of a political 
party in power. When in that moment of threat- 
ened danger and disaster the south appealed to 
her democratic brethren in the north for sympa- 
thy and assistance, and the appeal seemed to fall 
insome quarterson deaf ears and irresponsive 
hearts, the Tammany society, through the states- 
men and orators whom it attracted to its patriotic 
celebration, sounded the keynote of alarm which 
roused the democratic heart throughout the land, 
gave encouragement to those noble democrats 
who were faithfully fighting the great battle at 
Washington, and became one of the first expo- 
nents of that intense popular sentiment which 
finally forced the doom of that iniquitous legis- 
lation. 

The patriotic services rendered upon that anni- 
versary day can be profitably repeated every 
Fourth of July. The force bill is now dead, to be 
sure,and the great revolution at the polls last 
autumn has emphatically demonstrated the popu- 
lar sentiment against partisan usurpation, against 
excessive tariffs in the interests of a privileged 
few, against extravagance in public expenditure, 
and against centralization in. government... But 
political evils like these, or others more or less 
conspicuous, are always present and require the 
constant watchfulness of the people. No more 
suitable occasion for their discussion can be 
found than the anniversary of American inde- 
pendence. No more suitable place can be sug- 
gested than in the home of that political organi- 
zation which exescises 0 potent a force in state 
and national affairs, and is so great a factor in the 
education of the masses to the duties of Ameri- 
can citizenship. Political propagandism of this 
sort is practical politics, and practical politics in 
that sense is practical patriotism. I remain your 
fellow citizen. 


The Fight for More Money. 

Congressman Enloe, of Tennessee, in his 
Fourth of July address laid down a very 
brief and simple financial platform. 

_ According to Mr. Enloe, the way to finan- 
cial relief is plain. The first step is to adopt 
a just system of taxation. 

The next reformis the free coinage of 
silver. 

Then we should substitute legal tender 
notes for national bank currency, or supple- 
ment the present circulation with a_ suffi- 
cient volume of legal tender treasury notes 
to transact the business of the country with- 
out special advantage or injury to anybody. 

To all this should be added the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on the issue of state 
banks, so as to permit free banking. 

Nothing in these proposed reforms can be 
objected to on constitutional grounds, The 
single issue of more money looms up through 
the whole business. On this line democrats 
can unite all their forces, and they can win 
the fight. 

This isa sound democratic programme, 
with no embarrassing matters of detail, and 
no doubtful or untried experimentsin it. 
It isan epitome of the measures of relief 
demanded by the people. It goes to the 
very root of the twin evils of privilege and 
monopoly, and smashes the robber tariff 
barons and the goldbug contractionists. 

If the democracy will fight it out on this 
line victory is assured. —

OTHER WEEK i 


At Camp Chickamauga—Hon. W. H. Flem- 
ing’s Plan—Talk of the Companies 
Camping Elsewhere. 


Hon. William H. Fleming, of Richmond, 
will this morning offer in the house the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, the general assembly of Georgia at 
the fall session of 1890, appropriated the sum of 
$50,000-—-$25,600 for the year 1891, and $25,000 for 
the year 1892—to be used in maintaining the mil- 
itary forces of the state, and 

Whereas, the troops were ordered into 
camp at Chickamauga infour divisions for one 
week each, beginning June 16, 1891, and 

Whereas, at the expiration of the third week the 
available funds were in a large measure exhausted 
by reason of the unexpectedly large attendance 
and a sufficiency of funds did not remain to meet 
the fourth week’s expenses and orders already 
issued to the fourth division of troops had to be 
revoked to await the action of the general as-~ 
sembly, and 

Whereas, equal consideration should be shown 
te all the troops of the state and the money can 
be spent to better advantage now after all camp 
arrangements have been made, 

Resolved, by the house, The senate concurring, 
that the governor is authorized to continue the 
encampment during one week, beginning July 12, 
1891, and draw upon the appropriation for 1892 
for such sum as will bé necessary to 
meet any deficiency in the funds of 
the present year and to make such arrangements 
as may be necessary to secure the cash money as 
needed. 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Fleming, ‘‘that 
the companies which were selected for the 
fourth week’s encampment should be debarred 
the privilege from the happening of circum- 
stances through no fault of theirown. The 
minimum number of men for each company 
was fixed at thirty, but there was no maxi- 
mum, and many commands went into camp 
with as many assixtymeneach. The military 
spirit proved warmer than was expected, and 
s0 the money was expended in three weeks. 
The passage and carrying out of my resolution 
will put all the state military upon the same 
footing this year, which is no more than fair, 
and then the legislature can determine how 
much of an encampment shall be maintained 
next year and at what expense.” 

Mr. Fleming appeared quite confident of the 
passage of his resolution, and said that those 
members to whom he had spoken seemed dis- 
posed to give it favorable consideration. 

A Special Train. 

The officials of the Western and Atlantic 
have tendered to Governor Northen a special 
train for the use of himself, his staff. and the 
legislature, to-be used in going to Chicka- 
mauga and return at any time during the last 
week of the encampment the governor shall 
select. In case the legislature adopts Mr. 
Fleming’s idea, and the troops go into camp, 
it is probable that Governor Northen will se- 
lect Saturday of that week, and will invite 
the legisiature toaccompany him fora visit 
to Chickamauga that day.

WHICH THE YOUNG MEN’S LIBRARY 
a HAS ADDED. 


Georgia History and Archives—Series of Ad- 
dresses—The New Librarian Elected. 
Comunnuittees for the Year. 


The board of directorsof the Young Men’s 
Library held an exceedingly interesting meet- 
ing Jast night and inaugurated a work which 
it is believed will be of lasting value. 

The new feature is the establishment of a 
department of Georgia history and archives, 
the purpose of which contemplates not only a 
collection of books and manuscripts 
bearing on the history of Georgia, 
but also a series of addresses 
by living Georgians, whose memories are the 
only treasury of much that we would not will- 
ingly let die. 

Some time ago Messrs. W. G. Cooper, Stan- 
hope Sams and Charles A. Read were ap- 
pointed a committee to take steps looking to 
the establishment of this department, 
and at last night’s meeting they made 
the following report: 

Keport of the Committee. 

Your committee begs leave to report as follows: 

Georgia history is an inviting tield. No one of 
the thirteen colonies has a richer history than our 
Own, but many, if not most, of these fields have 
been far better worked. There is hardly a town- 
ship in New England which has not a historian, 
but the great state of Georgia, the bulwark of the 
Southern colonies against the Indian and the 
Spaniard, and in later years the Empire State of 
the South, has only one comprehensive history, 
and that not yet completed. The older histories, 
covering the earlier life of the commonwealth, are 
out of print, and only a few copies are preserved. 
Even cf the life and events’ within 
the. memory of a _ generation still rep- 
resented among our people, little has been 
recorded, and the memory of a bygone civilization 
hardly ever equaled in refinement, is fast passing 
away. The odor and the fragrance of it have 
perished, and little is preserved beside the bare 
facts set down in public records. 

It is within our power, not only to collect such 
documentary materia! as will serve for the frame- 
work of history, butto draw from the memory 
of the living a flood of reminiscence which will 
give life and color to that which would otherwise 
be a mere skeleton. 

In ante-beilum days ambition led southern men 
into politics, rather than into literature, and the 
best thought of the time is represented in the 
speeches of piiblic men. These, so faras they 
have been preserved, reflect the spirit of their 
times, and with the few contributions of men 
like Judge Longstreet, they give us 
about all we have left ot ante-bellum |{life. 

The collection of these speeches, addresses and 
sketches, and such later writings as will truly 
represent past or present life in Georgia, should 
form an indispensable adjunct toa collection of 
Georgia history and archives. 

Some consideration of the subject confirms our 
belief that historical material of great value 
may be collected without difficulty, and much of 
it at small expense, provided the matter is syste- 
matically followed up. Tothis end we recom- 
mend that the board establish a permanent com- 
mittee on Georgia history and archives, the 
committee to be composed of such members as 
this board may. think proper. 

Also, that an alcove be provided and set apart 
for a collection of Georgia histéry and archives, 
to be under the direction of the committee above 
referred to. 

“Also, that the committee so established be au- 
thorized to negotiate for the purchase of valuable 
books or manuscripts pertaining to the history of 
Georgia, and that certain sums be set apart from 
time to time for this purpose. 

Also, that the committee be authorized to ar- 
range for a.s¢eries of addresses on the history, life 
and customs of Georgia,and when enough of 
these addresses, shalJl have been secured to have 
them printed and bound in suitable volumes. 

We find that there are many official docu- 
ments, books and pamphlets pertaining to the 
history of the state, which may be obtained with- 
out cost, and these will at the start give us a con- 
siderable collection. To enlarge this feature 
‘we recommend that the legislature be 
asked to accerd to the Young Men’s Library 
the privilege accorded the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety, namely : that the state librarian be directed 
by law to furnish this institution, free of charge, 
with a copy of every publication of the state. 

We also recommend that this board address a 
communication to his excellency, Governor 
Northen, asking him to call the attention of the 
legislature to thé mass of historical manuscripts 
which were.copied from records in England, at 
the expense of several thousand dollars, ‘paid by 
the state. These documents have been hitherto 
useless because they were unbound and inacces- 
Bible. They contain valuable historical material 
*eelating to our coldnial history, and should be in 
the state library in such condition that they will 
be accessible.

Mr. DeSaussure suggested that the report be 
printed and that the committee be authorized 
to offer prizes for the best essays on historical 
subjects. The discussion ended in a motion 
by Mr. Meyer, that the report be printed in 
pamphiet form. The motion was unani- 
mously agreed to, and the committee was 
given the privilege of revising the report and 
embodying in it such other suggestions as 
might occur to them. 

To carry out the recommendation of the re- 
port, a resolution providing for a permanent 
committee of five on Georgia history and 
archives was adopted, and President Slaton 
appointed the following gentlemen on that 
committee :

Messrs. W. G. Cooper, Stanhope Sams, 
Chas A. Read, Will Haight and J. H. 
Lumpkin. : ; 

Messrs. Sams and Gude were then author- 
ized to have the new alcove made. 

The New Librarian. 

The board received the resignation of Miss 
Fanny Wallace, the librarian, who has so 
faithfully and efficiently served the associa- 
tion for eight years. ’Though reluctant to part 
with so valued an official, it was understood 
that the resignation was final, and it was ac- 
septed. The secretary was instructed to con- 
vey to Miss Wallace the thanks of the board 
for her excellent administration of the library's 
business. 

The election of a new librarian came up, 
and Miss Annie Wallace was, without a dis- 
senting vote, elected to the position vacated by 
her sister. The new librarian is a lady of cul- 
ture, and has already had considerable expe- 
rience in library work. 

_ The meeting of the board was so harmonious 
and enthusiastic that President Slaton was 
moved to make a congratulatory. talk.”

A Scene During the Execution of Washing 
ton—Orburn’s Condition Still Weak, 
Though He Eats. 


In connection with the concern taken in the 
mental and physical condition of Ozburn, an 
incident of last Friday is of interest. 

It happened during the services held upon 
the scaffold, previous to the execution of 
Washington. 

At about 12:45 o’clock Oliver’s slayer was 
led from his cell, and but a few moments 
elapsed before the jail was almoss completely 
deserted. : 

Ozburn then arose fro couch and 
walked to the door. Surtemiding this are 
bars, making a cage-like structure of about 
seven feet in length and five feet in width. 

Into this Ozburn stepped, perfectly nude. 

“For God’s sake, somebody come,” moaned 
he, in evident distress or terror. 

There he stood for a short while awaiting 
the approach of some one. 

“Hurry up and come,” called he, impa- 
tiently. ‘‘Why in the h——] don’t you?” 

He seemed fearfully nervous and excited. 

Finally a guard or a fellow prisoner, who 
had heard his cries, came to him. At this 
moment the trigger was pulled and the drop 
of the scaffold fell. Itcould plainly be heard. 

The sound bad barely died away when Oz- 
burn looked up and said: 

**Poor George; he’s gone,” and hastily re- 
entered his cell. 

Lying down upon his cot, he covered his 
jead in his arms and remained quiet. 

How He Passed Yesterday. 

The condition of Ozburn remained about the 
saine yesterday. Despite his continued groan- 
ing and complaining, he seemed no worse than 
he has been. In fact, Mr. Turner found him 
walking about his cell in the morning. 

His meals during the day consisted of a dinner. 
About noon some tempting chicken soup and 
beef tea were brought him. These he ate with 
evident relish, but failed to retain. 

Dr. Griffin called and before he left the jail 
hung up his prescription for the day. These 
he now gives in writing only. It was: 

“‘Milk punch, three times a day, or toddies. 
Chicken soup with beef extract. Tablet of 
morphine if restless.’’ 

His instructions were carefully followed. 

Ozburn’s only visitor was his wife.

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THE PRETENDED CONFEDERATE 
VETERAN WHO FIGURED 


In a Sensation Says He Will Not Resign His 
Baliiff’s Position— Much Talk Against 
Him—What He Says. 


Bailiff J. B. Martin is still receiving a great 
deal of attention. 

Martin has never been expelled from the 
Confederate Veterans’ Association, but he 
soon will be. ; 

At the last meeting of the association a com- 
mittee was appdinted to investigate the 
charges. The charges as published were found 
true, They were that Martin was not only an 
ex-convict, but wasa member of the union 
army. This Martin admitted, professing to 
regret the deception, and promising to resign 
his position as bailiff. 

Since that time the association has not held 
ameeting. The night of the third Monday in 
this month the next meeting will be held and 
Martin will be expelled. 

His term as bailiff extends until January, 
1893. He was elected to that position by the 
people. 

The veterans are down on him for his 
hypocrisy, and they don’t like to see him oc- 
cupy a position given him by the people be- 
cause he represented himself as a disabled 
confederate veteran. 

He is bailiff under Justice of the Peace S. 
H. Landrum, a gallant soldier during the war, 
and captain of Company B, Confederate 
Veterans. 

When Martin spoke of resigning he named 
the Ist of July as the date, itis said, and Mr. 
T. J. Ragland, a veteran, was appointed as 
bailiff. Mr. A. N. Cox is also bailiff of this 
court, elected by the people. He, too, is a 
confederate veteran. Now the court has three 
bailiffs. 

Martin holds his place, as he was elected by 


| the people, until the term expires unless he 


chooses to resign, This he doesn’t choose 
to do. 
There is a great deal of hard talk against 


him on this account, and many of the veterans 


declare it a shame that he holds his position | 


after lying about the resignation. 

Martin was seen yesterday and asked about 
the matter. 

“I’ve got nothing tosay. I won’t resign,” 
is all he would say. 

He was asked if he thought the people 
wanted him there. To this he answered in 
the aflirmative, but reiterated that he would 
say nothing. 

To others Martin has said that the effort to 

et him outisdueto the jealousy of others. 
hose to whom he told this say he referred to 
Bailiff Cox. 

Mr. Cox is loud in his denunciations of Mar- 
tin, saying he has acted badly and it is a shame 
for him to hold the oflice. In this Mr. Cox is 
borne out by many of the people, who also de- 
nounce in strong terms the course Martin has 
pursued. Bailitf Cox is a good officer, and he 
says that Martin is a good officer too, but that 
he cannot stand to see him hold it in spite of 
the protests of the people. 

“Nine-tenths of the good people,’’ said Mr. 
Cox, ‘‘are down on him, and I am free to say 
that I am. I understand that he says he is on 
the top rail and will stay there in spite of my 
efforts. [admit that I am working to get 
him out, and I tell him tojhis face that I want 
him removed. In thisI have nearly all the 
people with me. 

‘‘The only reason he stays is that he gets 
the work of Mr. J. J. Woodside, the rent 
agent. Woodside hasagreat many dispos- 
sessing warrants to serve, and gives them to 
Martin. This is what keeps Martin in, as he 
thus commands a great deal of work.” 

There is no doubt about Martin being a 
good ofticer. There are a great many people 
who will give their work to him in preference 
to all others, and declare him the best of 
bailiffs. 

Judge Landrum, while saying that Martin 
has done very wrong, says that Martin is a 
splendid efticer, and is upright, conscientious 
and honest in his work. 

Thus it stands—some crying for his disposi- 
tion and others wanting him there on account 
of his good work. 

Martin will not resign, and will continue to 
hold forth at Judge Landruim’s office, the most 
popular rendezvous for confederate veterans 
in the city.

THE COMMISSION WILL CONSIDER 
THE COAL RATES MONDAY. 


Report of the Agricultural Department for 
the Month of July—The Peach and Pear 
Crop Almost a Total Failure. 


The railroa@ commission will not take ac- 
tion on the coal rates on Saturday. 

The railroad authorities asked that the 
‘question be postponed until gentlemen inter- 
ested, who are compelled to attend the annual 
meeting of the Southern Railway and Steam. 
ship Association, and the ratecommittee meet 
ing following it, could be present. 

The request was granted, and action on the 
rates was postponed until Monday morning. 
July 13th, at 10 o’clock, at which time manu- 
facturers and others interested are asked to be 
preseut. 

The following is a copy of the letter from 
General Freight Agent Barnum to Chairman 


Trammell, requesting the postponement: 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 7, 1891.—Hon. L. N. Tram- 
me}]l, Chairman, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: The 
annual meeting of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association will take place in New 
York on the 8th instaat, and will probably con- 
sume two days. It will be followed by a rate com- 
mittee meeting of great importance; hence, I 
think it will be impossible for the gentlemen con- 
nected with that body, who are largely interested 
in the question of rates on coal, to be present on 
Saturday, the 11th, and I trust that you will find 
it consistent to postpone the meeting, at least, 
until Monday, the isth. Very respectfully yours,

The July crop report of the commissioner of 
agriculture isin the hands of the printer and 
will be issued in a few days. 

On the wheat crop the report shows that the 
yield has been fair, but the quantity sown is 
unusually smal), the farmers having become 
discouraged by the failures forthe past few 
years. Against this the commissioner admon- 
ishes them. The average condition of the 
crop was 85, while in 1890 it was 42. 

Oats sown in both seasons were generally 


good, 
Corn is reported in a healthy condition, but 
ate. , 

For the state the averageis 95. North Geor- 
gia, 98; southeast Georgia, 99. : 

“King Cotton,’’ it is said, still holds the 
reins and defies all forecasting. The present 
condition is 82 per cent, a8 against 93 3-5 last 
year. What July and August will do no man 
can foresee. 

The peaches and pears are reported as almost 
a total failure, middie Georgia showing only 
19 per cent, and southeast Georgia, the best, 
only 67. 

Apples and grapes are scarce. 

The never-failing blackberry crop is re- 
ported as simply immense, from which it is 
stated thousands of dollars could be realized 
were they gathered and evaporated. 

The report will contain a short address to 
the farmers which will add toits value and 
furnish valuable instruction and advice to the 
agricultural classes.
